Why New Jersey's Supervisor of
Roads Prefers a Lighter Macadam to
a Telford Road—How to Build a Good
8tone Highway.

From the time of the prophet Isalah
to the present wen bave had thelir
Meas of a perfect highway. The plans
of road englneers have been criticised
a8 newfangled, wllle they were only
alming at the rondl thut Isalah saw
with prophetic eye when he ecrled:
“Make stralght In the desert o high-
way for our God Every valley shall
be exalted, nud every wountaln and Ll
shall be mulde low, aud the crooked
shall be roade stralght and the rough
places pluln” Thus the fancy that &
straight road with casy grades 1s o4 now
Iden 14 swept away by the words of |
Isalah uttered over 700 vears Lofore
the Cbristian era, writes It A. Meeker,
state supervisor of ronds, New Jersey,
in the Good Roads Magazine,

Later Claudius Applus had his vislon |
of a road that would perpetuate his |
name, and his dream hus besn rigl-
izod. But beyond thut he gave—what?
The monument of n tyrant who com- |
pelled thousands to work for naught
and u lasting exsmple of ow not to
bulld a road. The Applan Way, fa-
mous In pleture and story, Is avolded
over a greater portlon of its length by
every traveler who I In a hurry to
reach his journey's end,

This old Roman's Ildea of a deep
foundntion has lived after bim, but no
sxperienced rond bullder adopts It
The old Roman’s fancy that It |s neces.
sary to bulld a deep foundation for &
road crops out here and there, even at
the present time, aod ls exploited as
the best and, In fact, the only true way
to bulld a road. It was not until road
bullders learned that thoroughly draln.
od earth was the only sure foundation
for any kind of road covering that a
great ndvance was made In road con-
struction,

That road lmprovement s an expen-
sive luxury, somethlug nlee to have,
but too costly for those who bave to
work for a llving, Is the fancy of some,
but it Is not borne out by experience,
In New Jersey every dollar expended
for road lmprovement has added tens
and hundreds of dollars to our state’s
wealth,

The firat roads 1 bullt were slxteen
Inches deep, composed of ten Inches of
telford bottom and slx Inches of com-
pacted two aund one-half Inch and one
and one-half Inch crushed stone and
finlshed with coarse stone screenlngs.
That the foundation of this kind of
road Insts Is true, but the top weurs off
much mwore quickly, and when that ls
gone every driver avolds the telford
rofid In good weathor. I well remember
the fOrst sixteen Inch telford 1 ever
saw, It was In 1880 at my home city |
of Malnfleld, N, J, We boys were dlis-
cusslug 1t very learnedly, as we
thought, In fact, we were merely re- |
hearsing what we had heard our eliders
say, when an old Stotchman passed by
and, catehlog the drift of our remarks,
sald: “Boys, it I3 wrang It s o
wrang. [t s wrang In prencepil, Hero
¥ye hae the anveel. an’ on It ye put the
smn' Along cowes the horse
and wogon. The horse's hoofs pound
the smn’ stone an' the wagon wheels
grind it tl, "twixt the hamwer and the
anveel, the sma' stones are ground to
powder.” We Inughed at the old Beot, |
but my experlence has since tanght mae
that he was right.  Not ouly I8 a deap
telford more expeunsive to bulld, but
the rond wears rough much sooner
than a lighter macadam npd (8 conses
qQuently much wore expensive to mwaln-
taln, 1t I8 also much bandor on horses'

It has been argued that a deep teh
ford road will not be henved by frost,
This s not so. 1 huve seen fourteen
fnch telford turped upside down by
frost so that the large bottom stones
were on top of the road, while slx luch |
macadam bullt over the same soll and
same counditions of travel remalned un-
moved. the only other différence In
constructlon belog that underdralns
were placed outside of the macadam,
while nowe was used beslde the tel
ford

To build a good stone road, Arst grade
your hlll dowu to O per cent or less
it possible; fll up your fats so you
have a minlmom grade of at least one- |
balf per cent; second, by undendralns
cut off nll water that iy threaten the
road; third, give your road a crown
of three-quarters Inch per foot; fourth,
cut out your subgrade, belng careful
to glve It the sawme curvature g3 the
finlshied road; ffth, roll the subgrade
until it Is hard and swooth, carefully
removing any spongy or vegetable
earth that the rolling way disclose;
sixth, spread your bollom course even: |
1y, then roll and add & fittle binder
and contioue the rolllng untll the
stones cease to mink or creep In front
of the ruller; seventh, gpread your sec
ond course and roll it with the addi
tlon of bloder snd water the
whole surface 1s hard and swooth,
carefully filling with stone any depres
slons that may appear. theo finlsh the |
whole with a course of three-fourths
Inch stone and screenings. This must
be sosked with water and rolled ontl

commence the rolling at the sides aand
gradueally work toward the center.

DELAWARE EXPERIMENT.

Roadmaking In Which River 8and,
Kaclin and Clay Were Used.

In bhis report of rond |mprovement
done In Delaware, State Highway
Commisaloner Francis A, Price de- |
seribes a bit of experimental road-
making In which river sand, kaolin |
and clay were used for surfacing, says |
the Good Roads Magazine, At the ex- |
pense of the local tanxpayers the foun-
dation was graded by a scraper, to a
slope oue one inch to the foot, from |
the center line to the side ditches, then
rolled with a stenm roller

On this foundation four Inches of
sand were spread, then four luches of |
clny, which was covered by three
inches of sand. These loyers were
thoroughly mixed by harrowlng, then
rolled down smooth and hard

On 100 feet of this rond what s de-
ncribed as knolln sand was spread, and
on 300 feet sand from n sironm near by
was used. For labor and teams the |
county pald $17225 nnd for sand
25,15, The entlre cost of this bit of ex-
perimental rond was at the rate of |
$2.400 per mlle. As a summer and a
winter have passed sines this rond was
80 treated o fale (den of this treatment
should soon be obtalnable.

Road Legislation In Arkansas,

The joint resolution No. 4, Introduced
In the genernl assembly of the state of
Arkapsas by Representutive Hunt, was
duly passed and was slgned by the
governor May 28, 1007, This resolo-
tlon |Is considersd the wost Impartant
of the good ronds messtires passed by
the assembly, says the Good Ronds
Magazine, It provides for a change In
the congtitatlon so as to allow citles of
the first and to Issue
bonds for rond bulldlng and for pue
of genernl lLwprovewment  aud
colntles  for purposes of lproving

Conpecticut has done much toward

good roads as a state, and
yet it Is the fact that the state has no
system of good roads today worthy the
name, and while there are stretches of
road in different sections which have
been well bullt and bullt to last in a
general way the expenditure of money
does not show.

The basis of the new plan which
seems llkely to receive the support of
the general assemhbly consists In the
state's taking over absolutely all trunk
roads, The state will be entirely re-
sponsible for these roads, and with an
appropriation of a milllon a year It
won't be long before Connecticut will
have a state wide network of first class
roads. Certaln concessions in the mat-
ter of choosing the road to be lmprov-
ed will be made to the local authord-
ties, but it must be a trunk road.

The state will go into the roadmak-
Ing business on a large scale, will have
Its own trup rock quarries or take the
entire output of private guarries, will
bhave {ts own stone crushers and all
the other necessities for succeasful
roadmaking, will employ Its own fore-
men and Inspectors and will go at the
whole business on a uniform plan.
Not the least of the benefits of the
scheme will be the fact that the towns
will have thelr own moad sppropria-
tions Intact to spend on roads leading
to the trunk lines improved by the
state. It Is proposed to bring the high-
way commissioner Into even ecloser
touch with the automobilists by giv.
ing him an auto in which to travel
from town to town overseclng the
road bullding. And, Incidentally, all
the taxes on autos coming to the state
will be spent on good roads, In addl
tion to the p from the bond Is-
sue.

Planting and Care of Street Tross.

All planting of trees on streets should
be done by the town or by permanent
organlzations authorized to carry on
the work, says the Losa Angeles Thues,
The poorer the soll the larger abould
be the hole for the tree. [f couvenient,
add rich soll. Spread the roots came.
fully. Fll ln with pulverized soil and
presa Into contact with the roots. Pro-
tect the tree with a llne of wire netting
supported on three or four posts. It
adds to the expense, bot pays In the
long run. Bat io the protection of the
young trees don't forget to stir up elvie
pride, Iuterest the whole town In the
Improvement club's schemes. It s
right here that apeclal celebrations
have their place. FProvide for the small
boy and enllst bim If you can. It pays
better than to permit arrest or threat-
en with arrest. Don't permit telegraph
or telephone linemen to mutilate trees
or climb them with splkes. Secore the
passage of ordinances forclog wires
and cables nnderground wherever prac
ticable. Telegruph and telephone masts
are unsightly and Interfere with all
schemes of street lmprovement and
tree planting
